"Pew religious movements of re-

follows: 


"There Is a legend, perhaps it is 


history, that there was once a ruler 
in Constantinople who disliked his 
brother and wished to banish him to 
the remotest corner of his' kingdom. 
Consequently the monarch built a 
monastery on a well-nigh inaccessi- 
ble mountain in Thfssaly .md found- 
ed a brotherhood about -100 years 
ago. in what soemed to be the ut- 
termost corner of the earth. 


"The monastery u'i<s called 'Me- 
teora,' meaning 'domicile of the ski.' 
After the original was built, twenty- 
three 
others 
grouped 
themselves 


around. and were inhabited for a 
while.
